On the :;oth of October last, about '-' 


o'clock in the afternoon, the large new air- 
slmftof tho Belcher mine, then completed 
to the 1000 foot level, took lire nud was de- 
stroy ed. The titiibr-rs of the shaft all burned 
out, aud the rock-foil in and blocked it up. 
After mature deliberation it was thought it 
would bo better nnd cheaper to sink a new 
shaft tliRii to try to clear out the old, so 
badly were its sides caved and so great was 
the quantity of rock that had tumbled 
into it. The new shaft was sunk a short 
distance to the wost of Ihe old one. 
It has 


now reached a poinl near Iho 1000-foot level 
where it will be continued down on an in- 
cline. The incline was started at the 1000- 
foot level,and carried up to meet the vertical 
portion of shaft.

When wo find so small a uitss of rocks as 
can be contained in tho bottom of a shaft 
remniuiug red hot for over five months, 
after having been heated lo wbiteness,shotild 
we be iucredulou- on beiug assured by 
scieulisls lhat Ihe centre of the earth, once 
a molten mass of rock, still remains iu n 
molten state after untold ages? Nearly three 
years after Ihft great iiro in Yellow Jacket 
mine places wcro found iu tho lower levels 
where the rock was nearly red hot.—[Vir- 
ginia city fNev.)

HOIUO editors need mlvico; but us u rule fin 
editor, lit to be iu his position, know;; hotter 
than any oue'reader what should go into his 
paper. Tho vendors of n newspaper are a 
community, and their wants ami tastes are 
broader Umn those of ono man, hence tho 
acute alitor will find his way lo (ho satisfac- 
tion of tho greatest number. In lliin course 
ho will circumscribe hiniKelf only liy a regard 


, for truth, right and publiu good. 


Another popular fallacy with regard to 


nowspapoivi is the very gouoral belief that 
fabulous fortunes aro made- by publishing 
them.

money 
can 
bo 


made in printing a tiiualt paper in n country 
town, but we speak of prominent papers in 
grout citieii. It is a common remark that 
wo hear with rugard to Chicago newspaper 
fortunes. Tliero aro liyo principal 
UOWK- 


papers in (Sliicugo, mid wo understand from 
most excellent autltorily that thero has heou 
no money uindu by them for llio past year. 
We know the newspapors Imvo nut paid ox- 
poiiHQEi the past year. 
Tho difficulty linn not 


been with Uio paper.-*, for limy have boon 
good. It ia the ipftoof advertising. Busi- 
ness has been dull ami merchants and manu- 
facturers have not attempted to expand by 
advertising. 
In tho United Stales 
are 


printed some six thousand publications. \Ve 
do not call to mind twenty men..who have 
made fortunes in tho business. 
So we 


repeat, it ia not a money-making business. 


Perhaps tho worst popular fallacy with 


regard to neuwpapers is thnlgcnorally enter- 
tained that newspapers ought lo bo printed 
and published in the interest of tho com- 
munity—particularly (ho indigent portion of 
the community. 
Churches, poor-houses, 


asylums and all sorts of charitable enter- 
prises run to tho newspapers for gratuities, 
33 a child runs to its mother for help. 


• Politicians, 
office-seekers and 
scallawags 


generally count on tho unpaid support of 
uovrfipapers. Now a newspaper, lo be worth 
anything as a business enterprise, should be 
printed in the interest of its proprietor—just 
as much as a merchant Khould run his busi- 
ness in his own interest alone. Tho popular 
fallacy has been largely bred by the establish- 
ment of parly nuil personal organs, that 
live by begging fur support, nncl other 
newspaper mendicancy. 


Another very common ftillncy that has 


possession of the fivoragn mind—is that an 
advertisement of one's wants and business 
inserted iu a newspaper, is patronage, in a 
sort of generous sense. The fact is that the 
publisher of a first-class newspaper usually 
charges less than the cost of the white paper 
covered, for the insertion of au advertise- 
ment. So, if there ia any patronage in the 


. transaction,it is on the part of the publisher, 


A stranger picking up a paper from an un- 
koo-.vn city, judges of its business and 
g-meral reputation for enterprise more by 
Mio advqrliscinenls than by editorials.•-•
